1.1 In Claim 1 , line 4, delete "." and replace with --wherein the graphite comprised up 
to about 35 weight percent of the mixture and the inherently conductive polymer 
comprised from about 1 to about 50 weight percent of the mixture. - 

1 .2 In Claim 7, line 3, delete "." and replace with --wherein the graphite comprised up 
to about 35 weight percent of the mixture and the inherently conductive polymer 
comprised from about 1 to about 50 weight percent of the mixture. - 

1 .3 In Claim 8, line 3, delete "." and replace with -wherein the graphite comprised up 
to about 35 weight percent of the mixture and the inherently conductive polymer 
comprised from about 1 to about 50 weight percent of the mixture. - 

1.4 Cancel Claims 21-23. 

1 .5 In Specification, line 6, after "application" add -is a 371 of PCT/US04/37370 filed 
on November 10, 2004, which-. 
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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the attached PTO 892 and 1449 forms. 
Nakamura et al. (US Patent 5403873) teaches a plastisol composition wherein Example 
4 on Table 2 (Cols. 9 and 1 0) teach an example which contains 70 percent of a resin 
particle coated with an inherently conductive polymer. However, none of the references 
teach a plastisol composition wherein the inherently conductive polymer comprised 1 to 
50 weight percent of the composition nor would it have been obvious to optimize to this 
loading level.
